CKNTKAL CLUK LECTURES. 


Kev. Edwnrd Eyerett Hale on "The Person- 


ality of Washington," 


The third lecture in the Central Club 


course was delivered Inst evening by Rev. 
Edward E. Hale, D. D., and,was,as might 
have been anticipated by those who have 
ever listened to this foremost of our New 
England writers and orators, a perfect 
treat from beginning to end. The church 
was beautifully decorated with smilax and 
roses, and in spite of the inclement weath- 
er the audience was an uncommonly large 
one. 


Mr. Hale announced as his subject "Tbe 


Personality of Washington," and his de- 
scriptions of the revered chief, as boy, 
youth, and head of tbe home, were so nat- 
ural and life-like, that no listener will ever 
again think of the great man as some 
grand myth too far above the weaknesses 
and ways of ordinary human beings to 
really come in the same category with 
them. 


He was naturally shy, and he iiever en- 


tirely overcame it. Even as President of 
the young Republic looked up to and 
honored,Dot only by his own countrymen, 
but by the great aad noble of all nations, 
that natural shyness sealed his lips when 
in the society of strangers, and caused 
him to be regarded as a taciturn man, 
when, with those he knew and trusted, he 
was really a great talker. 


The speaker spoke with a half pathetic 


humor of Washington's unsuccessful love 
suits, and especially of his admiration, 
when a boy of fifteen of the "lowland 
beauty,'1 who was in after years the moth- 
er of his favorite General -'White1 Horse 
Harry" Lee, and grandmother of the Con- 
federate General of that name. 
The love 


poems thut the boy indited to his divinity 
were read by the speaker, and were about 
as foolish and stilted as a boy's lave lines 
would naturally be. 


During the sixteen years that elapsed 


between the close of the French and In- 
dian war and the beginning of the revolu- 
tion Washington, in the elegant privacy of 
his home at Mount Vernou, and in tbe dis- 
charge of his official duties as a delegate to 
the Legislature of his own State, was grad- 
ually being moulded into the man who was 
destined by God Lo head the 'armies of his 
country in the coming struggle for lib- 
erty. 


He was learning to know men, to under- 


stand their needs and capabilities, and it is 
largely to this knowledge that his success 
was due. He knew just, what each man 
was good for In his country's cause, and 
he made just the best use of him that could 
be made. 


As a man, a General and a President, he 


liked his own way, and he generally had 
it. He was a persuasive and convincing, 
rather than a flowery orator, and he usual- 
ly brought hia hearers to his own way of 
thinking. 


The balance, both of his physical aud 


mental powers, was perfect, and a high 
moral principle governed even bis slight- 
est action. He was a happy, cheerful man 
who enjoyed life and work, and was never 
unduly exalted or depressed by his out- 
ward surroundings. 
, 


The speaker closed with tbe prophecy 


tbat in the coming century men would be 
far better acquainted with Washington the 
man than those of the last century have 
been.
